Madrid, Yesterday. 

“LT am.going home, to have my 
supper quietly, I think you'll all 
agree, EF well deserve it. These 

were the last: official words of Primo 
de Rivera to journalists before 
driving off for home from the 
. Palace. Although he was very 
exhausted and this voice was bare- 
Iy nudible, he remained ‘breezy 
and joculur to the last. Standing 
at the Palace door, he told photo- 
graphers, “This probably is the 
last picture you will take of me 
at the Royal Palace,” 
“Obey as a Soldier”? . 

Berenguer, on leaving the 
Palace, was questioned by journal- 
ists regarding the policy of the 
new Cabinet. Ho declared “I 
shall obey ag n soldier and act as 
a citizen.” 

In reply ta a question as to 
whether the Government would be 
civil or military in character, he 
said, “It will be a Government 
pure ‘and simple, I can tell you 
nathing more,”—Reuter,

Rumours of a change of Pre- 
miership were rife all day long, 
but after o semi-official denial, 
issued late in the afternoon. de 
Rivera presided at a Cabinet meet- 
ing at six in the evening, when 
he pushed through a throng of 
excited journalists, and remarked 
“Good gracious, what 'a lot of 
people here to-day!” 

De Rivern left the mesting at 
8.15 p.m. and conferred with tae 
King at the Palace, whence he 
emerged after 45 minutes, 

". Later it was announced that he 
had. resigned and warmly tribut- 
ed his successor, with whom he is 
lengthily conversing _ to-night. 
The plenary session of the 
National Assembly, arranged for 
to-morrow, 
sine die.

Statement by India 
Office ° 


London, ‘Yesterday. 

In view of the unsteadiness of 
certain Indian securities in the 
Indian market following the 
Nationalist Congress great. inter- 
est is attached to a letter from 
the India Office replying to a cor- 
respondent’s enquiry regarding 
the Indian Sterling Securities. 

The letter concludes that the 
British Government does not in- 
tend to allow auch a state of 
things to arlse in India‘by which 
the repudiation of debt could be- 
come a practical possibility. It 
is inconceivable that Parliament 
in dealing with any constitutional 
change {In India, could fafl to pro- 
vide safoguards against any 
breach of conditions under which 
loans were issued.—Reuter. 

Rugby, Yesterday. 

Sir Arthur Hirtzel, the Perman- 
ont Under-Secretary for India, re- 
plying to a correspondent, says 
that certain Indian securities, 
while issued under the authority 
of an Act'of Parliament and 
charged on the revenues of India, 
are not guaranteed by the British 
Government.

TELEPHONING ACROSS 
EUROPE 


EXAMPLE OF FRIENDLY INTER- 
NATIONAL CO-OPERATION 


CAPITAL OUTLAY PROBLEM 
“European telephony ia a splen- 
did example of friendly interna- 
tional co-operation,” says Dr. R. W. 
King, an expert in London of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. In a recent issue of the 
Bell “Telephone Quarterly” he re- 
fers to the growing net-work of 
long-distance telephone lines. 
““Ench nation,” says Dr. King, 
“builds’ and maintains all Ines 
within its boundaries, whether 
these are used for internal or for 
through calls. To-day one can ask 
for a connection from London to 
Paris, Geneva, Berlin, or Stock- 
holm, merely to mention typical 
cages, With assurance of having a 


circuit of very satisfactory clearness | 


made available. ; 

“Some of the most important 
long-distance lines in Europe cross 
intermediate countries, and their 
construction and operation require 
an international point of view and 
noteworthy international co-opera- 
tion. : 

“Thus lines between Britain and 
Germany must cross either Belgium 
or Holland, and the portion of each 
circuit lying within the boundaries 
of the transit country is built and 
maintained by. that country. Tran- 
sit countries therefore’ play a 
fundamental part in determining 
the quality’ of international service, 
and good service requires that ench 
such country provide an adequate 
number of lines for other countries’ 
traffic on acceptable terms. 

Through Circuits 

“The question of rates on inter- 
national calls also presents many 
complexities. On the one hand, 
transit countries might naturally be 
expected to measure the satisfactori- 
ness of a rate largely in terms of 
the return it nets them on their 
investment. Therminal countries, on 
the other hand, naturally having 
the same interest in the return, 
also associate with rates the ques- 
tlon whether or not they are giving 
satisfuction to their citizens who 
use the service, At the same time 
the transit country is likely to con- 
sider, and with ‘some -misgiving, 
that a rate quite satisfactory from 
the user's point of view will, in a 


.,{ Short time,’ create a demand for 


more through circuits and there- 
fore for an increased capital in- 
vestment on its own part. 

“With finances on a normal foot- 
ing, no embarrassment would accrue 
from such growing demands, «but 
because of post-war stringencies 
most of the nations of Europe have 
had to consider capital outlays very‘ 
carefully. Such problems as these 
are, however, rapidly yielding to 
solution, and the experts who are 
struggling with them are, of course, 
greatly alded-by the fact that the 
telephone business, wherever wisely 
administered, has always proved 
quite able to pay its own way.’* 

Language Problem 

The language question {s one of 
the main difficulties facing opera- 
tions of international telephones in 
Europe, and is treated. differently 
for different cases. In Anglo- 
Spanish and Anglo-Italian circuits, 
for, instance, this difficulty Is over- 
come by the use of French for 
operating and in the case of other 
groups of through . lines a suitabble 
common language ia employed. 
Large centres, such as London, 
Paris, and Madrid, employ operators 
gifted in the use of several tongues.

CANADIAN TARIFF 


British Apply for a 
Revision 

The Canadian’ Federal Tariff 
Advisory Board, in addition to hear. 
Ing an application by British cotton 
manufacturers for the‘ revision of 
regulations requiring 50 per cent, of 
Empire labour and material in order 
to qualify for the British pro. 
forentia] tariff on entry of their 
goods into Canada, is also investi. 
gating a similar application from 
the British exporters of goods in 
which copper js the main factor. 

Representations have been mado 
to the Tariff Board through Sir Wil. 


liam Clark, the British High Com- 


missioner, pointing out that at pres 
sent British copper manufacturers 
are obliged to secure a large pro- 
portion of thelr supplies from tho 
United States, and consequently, in 
many instances, they are unable to 
comply with the Canadian require: 
ment of 60 per cent. of Empiro 
labour and material. The applica 
tion intimates the British exporters 
will comply with this requirement as 
aoon,as the Canadian production of 
copper enables them to secure a 
supply from Canada, but meanwhile 
they are asking for a revision of the 
regulation along the same lines as 
that requested by the British manu: 
facturers of cotton goods who are 
also unable to secure the requisite 
supply of raw cotton within the 
Empire.

AUSTRALIAN DEBT. 


Excellent Record for 
Past Year 


The: Australian debt position did 
not change markedly a3 a syhole 
during the year ended July last. 
The facts are of interest, because as 
from July 1, the Commonwealth 
assumed a general ability for the 
debts of the States. The estimate 
published in the Financial Times 
indicates that the total of debt taken 
over from. the States was £710,000,- 
000 leaving £23,000,000 excluded. 
The slightness of the alteration as 
compared with a year before may be 
judged from the comparison in- 
stituted, on a comparable basis, with 
twelve months before. This reveals 
a nt addition of only £2,000,000. 
The reason reflects duo credit upon 
Australia, for the. figures were 
kept down because of the extent of 
redemptions made. «- 

Further examination into the 
figures - reveald the satisfactory 
condition that New South Wales 
alone increased ita loans’ largely. 
The other five States in the aggre- 
gate reduced their obligations by 


£9,000,000. This result .confirms: 


earlier advices; that the upward 
Movement of lipbilities had been 
checked. The debt for which the 
Commonwealth has accepted liability 
was assumed on, the terms that o 
Joan council should be created, that 
sinking funds should be provided, 
and that an annual sum should be 
contributed out:of Commonwealth 
tevenue toward Interest payable on 
State-loans.—-The co-ordination and 
regulation of borrowing undertaken 
by the Loan Council is relied upon

METEOROLOCICAL CURIOSITY 
IN BRITAIN — 


LONDON'S TWO “VISITS” 

lf there are any Londoners in 
whom ancient superstitions are 
deeply rooted, they can scarcely be 
less than apprehensive over the 
fact that twice within a week 
London has been visited by 
that . somewhat, rare occur- 
rence in these latitudes—a winter 


storm of thunder and lightning. In-|° 


uncient times such a visitation was 
regarded a3 a sure presage of evil, 
states a writer in the Morning 
Post. ‘ 

The storm was kinder than 
its midnight’ predeceszor, in 
that most of us were out cf bed 
when it arrived. After a sunrise 
with reddish-pink clouds in a pale, 
clear sky, it grew practically dark 
insu surprisingly short time, and, 
to the accompaniment of a violent 
hailstorm, peals of thunder were 
heard and flashes of lightning seen 
over north and north-west London 

Sir-Napier Shaw, the meteoro- 
logist, stated that he could not 
recollect a similar week since about 
1898 or 1899, “These winter thun- 
derstorms are somewhat of a 
meteorological, curiosity in this 
latitude," he said. 


“Coldfronts” 


Winter thunderstorms are tech- 
nically. known at the Meteorological 
Office of the Air Ministry by the 
matter-of-fact name of ‘“cold- 
fronts.” He did not, how- 
ever, regard the previous storm 
as being a ‘genuine win- 
ter thunderstorm, since it was 
unaccompanied by hail, which is, it 
seems, the peculiar characteristic 
of these tempeats. 

“The morning's storm was a real 
winter thunderstorm,” he added 
with enthusiasm. “We had the 
cold air creeping in behind the 
warm stuff, the usual rapid-fall of 


‘temperature, local squalls, and a, 


high wind, besides a proper down- 
‘our of hailstones.”

Society. It was found : that 
while the phenomenon was 
distinctly uncommon in Lon- 
don, it was fairly frequent-in the 
| western districts. 

“The peculiar characteristic of 
these storms, which we call ‘IIne 
squalls,’ is that they travel right 
across the country in _a compara- 
tively straight linc,” he said. 
“They are accompanied by a sharp 
rise in the barometer, and travel in 
a line just in: front of the depres- 
sion. They are pretty common oc- 
currences in more northern 
lntitudes.”.

Now read what aome of our fore- 
fathers thought about winter: thun- 
derstorms.. “Thunder and lightning 
in winter in hot’ countries is 
usual,” states Willsford in his 
“Nature’sa Secrets,” written in 
1668, “and hath, the same effects;

old adage, ‘Winter's thunder is the 
summer's wonder’.

the evening, great tempest.

LAWSUIT 


“NOVEL ACTION IN GERMANY: 
CURIOUS TALES 


SAXON ROYAL HOUSE 


A cat may look at a king, and a 
working man can sue a monarch, it 
has been reyealed in Berlin. 
Victor von Horvath is a Bertin 
working man who is at present ye- 
ceiving ‘the unemployment dole. 
He has filed a Jaw-suit against ex- 
King Frederick Augustus = of 
Saxony, whom he accuses of having 
usurped the .Saxon throne and 
tamily heritage of wiich he is the 
rightful heir. He declares that ho 
‘ig in a position to bring evidence 
that he ought to be King of Saxony 
by right of his descent as a grand- 
gon of King Albert of Saxony and 
Queen Carola, who were supposed 
to have died without issue. 

Von Horvath states that his 
father, a musician, named Geza 
Horvath, who died in 1921, learn- 
‘ed at the age of forty from an old 
Hungarian woman of Veszprem, 
Hungary, whom he had always re- 
garded ag his mother, that she was 
only his foster mother, and that his 
two parents were unknown to her. 
She told him that as a two-weeks- 
old child he had been placed in her 
hands by a high official of the 
Saxon army and a Roman Catholic 
bishop. 

“My father,” says Von Horvath, 

“made searching inquiries concern: 
ing his true origin, at the end of 
which’ he discovered that Queen 
Carola was his mother. A secret 
law of the Saxon Royal House, de- 
mands that the eldest born son of 
the Saxon ruler shall be put away 
in order to avoid compliance with 
the clause in tho will of Queer 
Eberhardina, who died at the end 
of the seventeenth century. The 
clause demands that the eldest son 
of a Saxon ruler shall always be 
brought up in the Protestant faith. 
It is a significant fact that since 
this will became Jaw no son was 
ever born to a Saxon king during 
his reign. 


Religious Differences 


“The Saxon royal house are 
Roman Catholics, and naturally 
wish to avoid the succession pass- 
ing into the hands of a Protestant. 
Queen Carola,. staunch Roman 
Catholic that she was, complied 
with the custom of her house, but 
when it came to putting away her 
child she refused to have him kill- 
ed, but placed him in the hands of 
two trusted courticrs, the officer 
and the bishop of the old woman’s 
story, begging them to find 4 
mother for her child.” , : 

Geza Horvath tried long and un- 
successfully to persuade the Saxon 
court of the justice of hia claim, 
but they would not Hsten to him. 
He died leaving his son, Victor, to 
carry on the fight. Victor von 
Horvath, who will be represented 
in the courts by Dr. Mueller Roehr, 
one of the cleverest advocates in 
the Saxon capital,- is suing his 
alleged cousins of the Saxon royal 
house’for the title of Prince of Saxe 
Wettin, and the restitution of the 
legacy of his grandmother, Queen 
Carola. The unemployed workman 
does not claim the title of king, and 
he says that in the present circum- 
atances this is valueless, The ex- 
King of Saxony will be represent- 
ed in the courts by Dr. Maeding, a 
famous Dresden barrister.—United 
Press.

* FROM JAPAN © 


DISCOVERY OF AN ANCIENT

IMPORTUNATE MEN AT OFFICES 
OF CHINA MERCHANTS 


SOME CONSTERNATION ; 

A number of members of the 
crews of the China Merchants strs. 
Kung-ping and Toonan in Shanghai, 
were responsible on January 22 
for a little consternation 


The crew of the Kungping, which 
had cleared on the previous after- 
hoon, were to have left that 
day but apparently they were 
not sure when the ship would re- 
turn to Shanghai so they wanted 
money to provide for their families 
during the Chinese New Year. The 
fact that vessels are constantly 
being commandeered by the military 
authorities was the cause of the un- 
certainty, Accordingly, they visited 
the company’s offices and demandad 
the wayes which were due to them. 
There was some loud talking and 
the men refused to leave until they 
received what they had come for, 
After much discussion, they receiv: 
ed part of their pay and left, Tho 
Toonan men likewise  recelved 
portions of their wages. : 

Several days ago, a deputation 
of some 20 or, 30 representatives of 
the China Merchants Wharf Coolieg 
Union’ also visited the company’s 
officés and demanded _ their wages 
for December and January and 
their annual bonus, Thoy remain- 
ed on the premises for several 
hours, after which . the , Managers 
paid them their Decembér wages 
but said that it was impossible to 
pay them for January as the’ end of 
the month had not arrived. As to 
the bonus question, the men were 
informed that they were not the 
only ones who suffered in this res. 
pect: not a single member of the 
company’s staff received a bonus. 

Apparently satisfied with what 
they had received, the men left 
but, before doing so, they insisted 
that the company should pay them 


a bonus at a later date. é

THE’ DICTATOR’S DESIRE |50 YEARS BEHIND THE TIMES: | 


FOR REST 
GOOD GOVERNMENT 


It may be said that the moment for 
the change over to constitutional 
methods of Government is not far dis- 
tant, although not immediate. Gen- 
eral Primo de Rivera has disclosed in 
keveral recent speechea his vehement 
desire to rest, byt only after ensuring 
that his successors’ shall continue to 
govern the country, on the lines adopt: 
ed by the Directory. ' ' 

The return to constitutional govern- 
ment must be accompanied by a com. 
plete rectification of the errora of the 
old regime, and no one in Spain would 
tolerate the return to political power 
of the men whose action was instrus 
mental in bringing about the country’s 
discredit, Spain’s recovery at home 
and the re-ostablishment.of her pres- 
tige abroad under the Dictator’s gov- 
ernment have been almost as remark: 
able as Britain's progress under the 
regime of the Lord Protector, General 
Primo dv Rivera will not abandon the 
Dictatorship until the means have been

Return to Normality Needed 


What is required now ts definite nor- 
mality, not a renewal of past error or o 
parenthesis between one dictatorship 
and another, In the opinion of many 
the Dictator _ would fnil in his first 
obligation to the country and at the 
some time undo the good work accom. 
plished since 1923 if he omitted to 
tackle the problem of constitutional re- 
form so as to extirpate the political 
vices which were responsible for the 
coup d'etat of 1923, ' 

A step In this direction was the crea- 
tion of the National Assembly, 2 sec: 
tion of which body was charged to draw 
up the new constitution. The result 
was the project for a single Chamber 
subservient to the Council of State, 
which would practically replace tho 
Senate. This project has not yet been 
diseussed by the full Assembly, and in 
order to increase the latter’s efficiency 
08 a consultative body, Gen. Primo de 
Rivera invited all the ex-Ministers of 
the Crown to become members of tho 
Assembly, This. offer was in the main 
refused by the majority of the ex- 
Ministers affecting to maintain that no- 
thing had occurred to warrant the re- 
vision of the constitution of 1876. Tho 
critica of the proposed new conatitu- 
tion consider that a way out of the dif. 
fieulty may be found in the reform. of 
the constitution of 1876, but this cannot 
be done by the National Assembly 
created by the Directory. It must bo 
performed by 2 body invested with the 
Necessary authority and armed with 
the express consent of tho country, 
King Alfonso cannot be expected to 
place his signature to a constitutional 
Jaw which has not been voted by tho 
legitimate representatives of the popu- 
lar will. Such a reform must be con- 
fided to a ‘properly-conatituted body 
elected for the purpose. 

Women and the Vote 

Important events are announced for 
1930. La Nacion, the Government's 
organ, stated recently that the Govern- 
ment would order municipal elections ‘ 
during May, and that County Council 
elections will. come off in July. At 
present members of theso bodies aro 
appointed by the Directory. Then Par- 
Namentary elections are announced to 
take place in September. For these 
events the overhaul of the Voting Re-! 
gisters is necessary, For the Parlla- 
mentary elections the Nsts will be 
greatly increased, and as the Dictator | 
is known to favour extending tho 
suffrage to women it will be. practical- 
ly universal. This and’ the presump- 
tion that patronage’and party bosses 
will in future have no say in election 
contests will give a big advantage to 
Republicans, of which they will tako 
full advantege, :

FATAL WOUNDING ACT OF 
ARMED OPIUM. SMUGGLERS 


EVIDENCE [IN COURT 


At the Shanghai Public Mortuary 
on January 17, Judge Wong, with 
whom gat Mr. J. Van ‘den Berg, 
Senior Consul’s Députy, ‘conducted 
an inqueat into the circumatances 
surrounding the death of Lee Dal- 
hai, quartermaster of the I-c, S, 
Tuckwo, who was wounded by 
rifle fire and who died in St. Luke's 
Hospital on January 17, 

Chief Det.-Inspr.. Prince said 
that at 2 p.m. the previous day, he 
visited the str. Tuckwo to make in- 
quiries into an incident whfch 
happened on the Yangtazo during 
Wednesday night, January 15. Ha 
was informed by the maater, Cap- 
tain Collin Campbell, that at 7.80 
p.m. on Wednesday, when the ship 
had arrived at a place known ag 
Ku-an, a boat station to the aouth- 
east of Chinkiang, where the ateam- 
er slowed down to take up and put 
down passengers, two steam 
launchos put out from the bank. In 
these were a number of Chinese, 
some in uniform, others in plain 
clothes, Two blasts were blown by 
the launches and, immediately 
afterwards, the men on board open- 
ed fira on the Tuckwo with ‘rifles. 
As a result, a passenger was killed 
and his body is said to have been 
thrown overboard by the men from 
the launches. Deceased was in his 
cabin at the time of the attack and 
a bullet passed through his cabin 
door and struck him in the left 
breast, inflicting a severe wound. 
On arrival in Shanghai, he was seen 
by a doctor and later removed to 
St. Luke's Hospital,-where he died 
at 8.30 am. on January 17,
